nation's need, to care in soint spe- 
cial way for the souls ot those who 
have Riven themselves to tbc cause 
of national safely. 

"The War Cry" has pvin ionie 
particulars of the xrOfk wc h*\e al- 
ready undertaken in this important 
department. Briefly summanzcd, it 
m3> be stated M follows: Huts or 
Hutments, as ue call thtm— iron and 
wood buildings— (i) for meetings,, 
(,2) for the snpi)ly of food, and (j) 
to afTonl centres of social inter- 
course, have beeu or are l>ciTlE 
crtCicd ill aoiiit thirty or forty 
camps. In most eases, more than 
one Hut Roes to a camp. On Salis- 
tuiy Plain, for example^ tberC arc 
fibi, aiid. four .more arc going »p as 
fioon as possible. In about ninety 
towna where men are billeted, rooms 
or houses have been opened for 
recreation and reading, where per- 
sonal dealing* ivith the men is pos- 
sible. Baths are provided in many 
of these houses, and are very raueh 
appreciated. 

In France^we arc erecting Huts at 
Boulogne and Havre, so as to toueh 
tbe many, British troops there, and 
in the near future at Rouen also, A 
house to serve as Club and Home is 
being opened thisivcek at Abbeville. 
ViMting centres have been establish- 
ed in connection with the hospitals, 
in PnriK (two Officers), at Bonlognc 
(tbrcc Officers), and at Kouen 
(th+ce Officers). The A^Viilasscc 
Unit is doing excellent work, and 
the Ofliccrs and men have won the 
confidence and thanks of the military 
authorities. StafT-Captain Asptnall 
hzi indeed been placed in charge of 
seventeen motor ambulances, in ad- 
dition to our five, so impressed are 
the authorities by the good manage- 
ment and discipline of our men. This 
T*eek Commissioner Higgiris has ar- 
ranged to send a motor trolley to 
serve as a supply ajid repairing base 
for our Unit. 

In Egypt. x.-hcrt. it will be.rcmcm- 
beied; the Ansraliaa aad New Zea- 
land troops liave bnded, we. are 
crectlsf 3c=t.^ asd Adjutant Martin, 
who has bttn irorkiag at Malta, has 
been ordered to ga and take cfaargc 
of them Under the direction of Bri- 
gadier AIcKcnzie. .

I beg that all who car^ for the sol- 
diers will join in enabling mc to go 
forward by sending me such finan- 
cial aid as they can, A hundred and 
fifty pounds will erect a Hut. Fifty 
pounds will e<titip a Home or Club. 
Ten pounds vkiM maintain a visiting 
Stall At one of the Hospitals for a 
month, l-'ivfr pounds will provide 
the defieicnc> in Egypt for a week. 
One will prondc an Officer ^or some 
branch of the worlf at home for a 
week.

The British War Office has pur- 
chased in Canada more than seven 
thousand nut of the fifty thousand 
horses <;ceiired on this side of the 
Atlantic Nuiee the outbreak of the 
war. The Canadian Government 
purchased aliout seven thousand 
horses fnr the first contingent and 
another tun thousand are now being 
bought for the second and third con ' 
tingcnts. I'lit; French and Italian 
Govefnincitts are also looking fo'r 
horses from Canada.
